Every Eastern, peo- 
ple is represented at Smyrna—Turks, 
•reeks, Arabs, Moors, Abyssinians, 


Syrians, Jews, etc., (the Turks, of 
course, being the most numerous), 
each in the peculiar dress of his coun- 
try 
The camels are hero in their na- 


tive home, and do tho work of horses. 
Thoy kneel down and wait patiently 
until they are loaded, and then march, 
oil with a slow, sloping gait. Some of 
tho streets of Smyrna are so narrow 
that when a caravan of camels passes. 
tbore is scarcely roam to walk alone- 
The climate is so mild, even in mid- 
winter, that the life is almost entirely 
out of doors; and the street scenes re- 
call some of the descriptions in the 
"Arabian Nighta."

a slj glance at spmo of the women, J 
wns convinced that there was 110 dan- 
a-er of their beauty fascinating the be- 
holder. In fact, it is the extreme jeal- 
ousy of the Turkish men that throws 
these icstrictions upon tho Eastern 
women. 
How would our American 


women, who have no restrictions upon 
their sweet wills, like to be shut up at 
home all the time, never going shop- 
ping, visiting or walking' I am afraid 
a ivar of sexes would be the result, and 
an army of Amazons would soon be 
raided to defend tbe rights of the sex. 


There are only three or four mosques 


nt Smyrna, aud they are small. At 
certain hours hours every day a man 
appears in front of each mosque, and

THE LAW ABOUT WARDS. 


Probability That Decatur win be Reals 


tncted by tte Next Council. 


Yesterday mention was made of thi 


fact that Decatur, having a population o 
over 10,000 inhabitanto, IB entitled to a 
representation of 14 aldermen in the city 
council, and that to attain that number il 
will be necessary to redirtrict the city and 
increase the wards to seven. Below is the 
state law on the point in question as ap- 
plied to Decatnr which is now working 
under the general incorporation law 
adopted in 1872: 


ABTIOLB III. 


30—Number of Aldermen. Section 2. 


The number of aldermen, when not elect- 
ed by the minority representation plan 
[Decatnr is not under the minority planj 
shall be as follows: In Cities not exceed- 
ing 3,000 inhabitants, six aldermen; ex- 
ceeding 3,000, but not exceeding 5,000 in- 
habitants, eight aldermen: exceeding 5, 
000, and not exceeding 10,000, ten alder- 
men; 
exceeding 10,000 and not exceeding 


30,000. Amrteenfaldermen, and two alder- 
men for every 20,000 inhabitants over 
30,000. 


The official census, taken in 1880, gave 


Decatur a population of nearly 10,000 
but in order to ascertain the present pop 
ulation it will be necessary to make a 
recount of noses, and then act on the 
report. It is estimated that in the firat 
ward there are 700 votes; in the second, 
650; in the third, 600; in the fourth, 450; 
and in the fittb, 400—making a total of 
2800 votes. The total divided by seven 
would give each ward 400 votes. Those 
'avoring the proposition say the fourth 
and fifth wards should be allowed to 
remain as they are now, and that the first, 
second and third wards be redistricted to 
!orm five wards. 


The anti-lioense' council, if they work 


larmonionsly, will have the power to 
'orm the wards to suit themselves. If 
.hey meet with opposition it will come 
'rom those who are in favor of reducing 
xpensea.

Much interest centered in the prelimi 


nary examination of Lute Sears, colored 
who is charged, under thefstate law, with 
having cast his vote illegally at the thi re 
ward polls at the city election April 15th 
The complainant is .William or ".Lon' 
Bannister. The trial is in progress before 
Justice Curtis, and the court room is 
crowded with witnesses and spectators. 
Tha People are represented by State's 
Attorney Johns. The prisoner is repre 
sented by Hugh Crea, Esq. The claim of 
the People is that Sears was not a legal 
voter, because he had not resided in the 
third ward 30 days prior to the day of the 
city election. 


Testimony for 
the prosecution was 


given by Wm. Bannister, who stated that 
he believed Sears not to have been u resi- 
dent ot the third ward when he voted. 
Jeree Leforgee recognized Sears ns the 
man accused of voting illegally but did 
not know that he was not a legal voter in 
the third ward. Frank Dennis said Sears 
told him he made his home in the fourth 
ward. J. S. Post testified that he heard 
Sears state at the polls that he had lived 
in the third ward two weeks. I. Baldwin 
and Frank Waller also testified for the 
prosecution. The evidence for the Peo- 
ple showed that Sears is somewhat of o 
stroller. They had hard work to locate 
him. 


At 1 o'clock the defense commenced in- 


troducing testimony. A goodly number 
of witnesses testified that Sears had made 
his home in one of John Henry Myers' 
houses 
in 
the third ward for 
at 


least two months prior to election duy 
Charley Smiley testified that Sears had 
worked at the Palace Hotel up to last 
Christmas. 
Ben Boynton didn't know 


anything as to the place of residence of 
the accused. Mollie Smith testified that 
Sears made his home at her house on 
South Church street two months previous 
to election day. 


Justice Curtis decided that the evidence 


was insullicient, and Sears was discharged. 
This decision virtually relieves Benjamin 
Bristow of the charge ot perjury.

The proposed ship-canal through the 


Holy Laud irom the Mediterranean to 
the Red Sea has been received with 
o-reat favor in England, and has been 
Railed with acclamation by the religious 
world because it seems to fulfill a 
prophecy to be found m tho forty-sev- 
enth chapter of Jv/ekiel, where it tpeaks 
about bringing the waters toward tho 
East country and then down to the sea. 
If ever undertaken, this canal would 
brin°- about marvelous changes in the 
o-eof-raphy of Palestine.

the'Gulf of Akabah, on the Red Sea, to 
the Dead Sea is only about 1,300 feet.

would fertilize what is now an arid des- 
ert.

The Jordon Canal would not cost much 
to construct, and would be an unmixed 
benefit to a country which only needs 
water to bo inhabited by a dense popu-
